85 per cent of the brewers of the United 
States, and they have come to ask con- 
gress to remove the.war tax on beer, 
because it adds so much to the burdens 
of the suffering people. 
-They argue 


that the people who drink champagne 
and sherry should pay for running the 
government, while the .workman who 
drinks beer should be excused. 


• They also urge the passage of a bill 
already introduced by Eepresentative 
Babcock of Wisconsin prohibiting the 
sale of beer in small kegs. 
Under the 


present law b'eer can he placed on the 
market in barrels, or kegs representing a 
half, a quarter,, or i>n eighth of a barrel. 
The latter are handled cbietty by private 
consumers and small saloonkeepers who 
have a limited trade and' do not want to 
waste beer. If there were no eighth of 
a barrel kegs they would have to buy a 
quarter or a half barrel each time, and 
the sales of brewers would be so much 
larger, hence it is proposed to prohibit 
thu sale o£ small packages.

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GEN. LAWTON'S CAREER 


History of the Brave Soldier Who Lost 


His Life In the Philip-' 


a 
pines. 


•Major-Gen. Henry W. Lawton first 


Baw the light of day on March 17, 1843, 
In Ohio. When the civil war broke out 
be was but IS years old, but he left the 
high school at Ft. Wayne, Ind., where 
he was fitting himself for college, and 
entered the Union army, joining the 
Ninth Indiana regiment, commanded 
by Col. Milroy,- a veteran of the Mexi- 
can war, as a sergeant. The term of 
enlistment was three months, but at 
'the end of that time Lawton enlisted 
In the Thirtieth Indiana regiment, and 
.-although but 18 years old was commis- 
sioned as a first lieutenant.' The regi- 
ment, commanded by Col. Reed, was or 
•dered to the army of the Tennessee. 
J.ta first-service was in Kentucky, but 
•early, in 1862 it was ordered to Ten- 
nessee. It was among the gallant In- 
diana regiments that did good work at 
tittsburg Landing—or Shiloh, as the 
•confederates call it—April 
6 and 7, 


1862. Its next sharp fighting was at 
Corinth and luka,' 1S62, and here Law- 
ton got the double bars. The officers of 
the Thirtieth suffered severely in the 
Shiloh campaign and in that imme- 
diately following—Corinth and luka— 
.and so it happened shortly after his 
"19th birthday he was promoted to be 
•captain of his company. 


The regiment to which Lawton was 


attached took part in the sharp fight- 
Ing with Gen. Bragg's army on its ad- 
vance northward in 1S62 into Kentucky 
;and back into Tennessee, in the cam- 
paign under Gen. Rosecrans, ending at 
'•Chickamauga. It was. a part of Gen. 
Sherman's army and was then under 
Major-Gen. Sheridan, as its division 
commander. 
• 
' 


In 
December, 1864, the 
regiment, 


having become decimated, -was consol- 
idated into a seven-company battalion. 
But six hundred members of the com- 
mand were fit-for duty at that date. 
Early in 18G5 the residuary company 
of the Thirty-sixth Indiana was added 
ito this command by order of Major- 
Gen. Sheridan and Lawton was pro- 
moted from captain to lieutenant-colo- 
nel, and thirty commissioned and six 
non-commissioned 
officers 
were 
ap- 


pointed at the same time. The regi- 
ment participated in the Atlanta cam- 
paign- and -was with Gen. Sherman in 
.liis march to the sea.' For his gallant 
services in this campaign Lawton re- 
ceived the brevet of colonel. 


The war being ended Lawton sur- 


veyed the ground carefully and deter- 
mined that his career pointed to mili- 
tary life and he therefore resolved to 
•enter tha regular -army. 
He was at- 


tached to the Forty-first infantry regi- 
ment. 
A few m'onths afterward 
he 


was promoted to a' first lieutenancy. 


When the army was reduced in.obe- 


dience to the popular clamor for re- 
trenchment Lawton reiaained, going to 
the Twenty-fourth infantry as a"cap- 
tain, 
'

When the- regiment was sent- down 


±o Arizona to suppress the Apache up- 
rising Lawton was given an oppor- 
tunity to display the stuff of which he 
-n-as made. 
It was not long before 


.Naches - was captured and 
Geronimo 


was being hunted like a partridge in 
the mountains. 
Eskimizin was also 


taken, and on attempting to escape' 
•was killed. Arizona was as safe from 
.Indian depredations • ever after as is 
Arkansas. 
Lawton's 
reputation 
for 


daring and pertinacity at this time led 
to his becoming 
internationally fa- 
mous. 


When the Spanish-American 
diffi- 


culty began, Lawton was given a 
brigade. 
His services in Cuba were 


invaluable. As a brigadier general of 
volunteers he was given command of a 
division,- and 
in 
that 
command 


stormed El Caney, doing as much as 
-any man could do to convince Toral 
that his cause was hopeless. 
He was 


•one of the three commissioners 
ap- 


pointed by Gen. Shafter to arrange 
-sv-ith Toral the terms of capitulation, 
•and after the fall of Santiago policed 
"the city in a very thorough manner 
until the establishment of a 
stable 


form of government was made possi- 
lle. 
. 


At the close of the Cuban campaign 


Xawton applied for service 
in 
the 


Philippines, and was sent there with 
3ittie delay. On his arrival at Manila 
he relieved Gen. .Anderson in com- 
mand of the regular troops. In all of 
the fighting since he has been a con- 
spicuous figure. ' 


. In personal appearance Lawton was 
'Striking.-He'was.considerably over six 
leet in height, straight as an arrow, 
spare in build. 
With gray hair and 


mustache and 
coal-black . eyes that 


blazed with fire when in action, he was 
the type of man who would be chosen 
>y an experienced soldier to undertake 
-and carry forward to success any un- 
dertaking that involved 
daring and 


endurance. In none of the tasks to 
-which he was assigned by his superior 
officers did he ever fail. 
Indeed, he 


uniformly accomplished far more than- 
was required of hlin.

Gen. Lawton had worn the uniform of 


the federal, army since April 18. 1861, 
when he enlisted in the Ninth Indiana 
Volunteer Infantry. 
He served as a 


sergeant until July 29 of that year, 
when he was honorably1 discharged. 
Less than a month later, however, lie 
he was commissioned first lieutenant of 
the Thirtieth regiment. Indiana Volun- 
teer Infantry. On May 17,' 1862 he be- 
came captain, and on ~Sov: 16, 186-i, he 
was commissioned lieutenant colonel, 
and on Jfov. 25 of that year ho was hou- 


' orably mustered out of ths volunteer 


service. 


His career in the regular army began 


on July 28, 1866, when he .was commis- 


. sioned second lieutenant in the Forty- 
1'irst Infantry. In July, 1869, he was 
promoted to first lieutenant and in 1871

transact 'business. He said his head 
often pained him. John further stated 
that he was fifty-seven years of age and 
that for many years he had made Janei- 
•.ville his home. -Eighteen years ago ho 
married in Ozaukee county and that by 
his first wife he was blessed byt6 children, 
By his second wife-he had four children

nowresido with -their mother in

Washington, .Dec. 20.—Representa- 


tive De Armond. (Mo.) introduced in 
the house Tuesday a resolution declar- 
ing the purpose of tlie United States 
in the 
Philippines.

, from the declaration of independence 


regarding the inalienable rights o£ 
man, the resolution declared that un- 
der the constitution the federal gov- 
ernment has no power to rule over 
colonial dependencies; that the expan-

of Asiatic colonies, and that "We' are 
opposed to the retention of the Phil- 
ippines and that it is our purpose to 
-consent to their independence as soon 
as a' stable government shall be estab- 
lished by them, and toward the' prompt 
establishment of such a government 
.•we pledge our friendly assistance." 


The joint resolutions upon the Phil- 


ippines Introduced in the senate by 
Senator Bacon of Georgia were shown 
a number of democratic senators be- 
fore being presented to the senate, and 
the impression gathered is that they 
will be the basis of opposition in de- 
bates on the Philippines.

Detroit, Mich., Doc. 20.—The feature 


of the eighth day of the Federation of 
Labor convention %vas a.stand taken 
in opposition to all wars of conquest. 
The delegates representative of proba- 
bly 1,500,000 members of labor unions 
voted unanimously that such wars, 
"whether waged in Africa, the Phil- 
ippines or elsewhere," greatly endan- 
ger the liberties of the conquered peo- 
ples. 


The declaration closed wi4J> a reit- 


eration 
of 
a sentiment previously 


adopted in another form—viz., "that 
we- are opposed to any increase of the 
standing army of the United States be- 
yond 25,000 officers and enlisted men." 
The executive council of the federation 
was directed to use every means to 
carry out these sentiments. 


The fecleratio'n also declared against 


slavery, within the jurisdiction of the 
United -States. It was stated that 100,- 
000 slaves are now working under con- 
tract in the Hawaiian islands; 
that 


evasion of the contracts commits them 
to prison; that their time in prison is 
added to their terms of serfdom, and 
that the act admitting Hawaii to the 
United States domain provided for con- 
tinuation of these contracts, a provi- 
sion for repealing that feasture. having 
been voted down by .the senate. 


A proposition for establishment of a 


court of five aroitrators to settle all 
.questions of .jurisdiction between the 
various federated bodies was rejected. 


Resolutions were adopted as follows: 


Favoring -shorter hours for barbers; 
urging the government to provide more 
seaworthy lifeboats; requesting plac- 
ing of union labels on school books; 
bringing .machine coopers under juris- 
diction of coopers' union; indorsing 
the "granite cutters' contention for an 
eight-hour day. 


The' debate between the printer and 


machinist delegates as to -vvheth.er ths 
linotype machine - tenders should be 
transferred to the machinists' juris- 
diction was long and warm. The con- 
vention finally voted that the executive 
council of the federation appoint a 
committee to arbitrate the matter.
